A RESOLUTION changing the designation 
of several properties from Urban 
Development Areas to Economic Re¬ 
vitalization Areas and setting these 
designated areas for public hearing. 

WHEREAS, the State of Indiana has amended Indiana Code 
6-1.1-12.1, concerning Urban Development Areas; and 

WHEREAS the new law changes the name of Urban Develop¬ 
ment Areas to Economic Revitalization Areas; and 

WHEREAS, the new law requires the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, to conduct a public hearing on de¬ 
signations as Economic Revitalization Areas; and 

WHEREAS, several properties were designated Urban De¬ 
velopment Areas after the law was changed on March 1, 1983. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the designation of the following de¬ 
scribed properties is hereby changed from Urban Development Area 
to Economic Revitalization Area:

tion and shall continue for one (1) year thereafter. Said desig¬ 
nations shall terminate at the end of that one-year period. 

SECTION 3. That upon adoption of this Resolution: 

(a) Said Resolution shall be filed with the Allen 
County Assessor; 

(b) Said Resolution shall be referred to the Committee 
on Finance and shall also be referred to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Development requesting a re¬ 
commendation from said department concerning the 
advisability of designating the above designated 
areas "Economic Revitalization Areas"; 

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting these designations as 
"Economic Revitalization Areas" for public hearing; 

(d) If this Resolution involves an area that has al¬ 
ready been designated an allocation area under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designation as an "Economic Revitalization 
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Area" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti¬ 
tion . 

SECTION 4. That this Resolution shall be subject to 
being confirmed, modified and confirmed or rescinded after public 
hearing and receipt by Common Council of the above described re¬ 
commendations and resolution, if applicable. 

SECTION 5. That this Resolution shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary
